HONGKONG NOTES AND 
COMMENT. 


"|. gkADI IMPORTANCE DECREASING. 


‘An Instance, df Hongkong ‘hav- 
_, ing lost some of its importance:as 
' trade: centre. through surplus 
- shipping developing: now trade 
‘routes is the diversion of the flour 
business.” Before the war, ports 
nlong the coast like Foochow, 
Amoy and Swatow, were almost 
entirely dependant on. Hongkong 
for supplies of flour, Regular 
shipments were also made to 
ports in Indo-China and the 
Dutch East Indies. The two Kwang 
provinces were also supplied, and 
, there. were other places which 
looked to Hongkong _as the main 
purchasing market. Flour merche 
ants may recall the summer of 1912 
when the “ Minnesota” brought in 
arecord shipmentof flour. With 
stocks in the Colony already 
abnormally large, the total number 
of “ quarter” sacks ‘was. estimated 
at nearly three million. Up to 1914, 
the stock carried in the Colony al- 
ways exceeded one million sacks. 
When tht war came, American 
flour that was previously | shipped 
here, was diverted to Europe; and 
the Far East depended on Shang- 
hai and. Australian .flour. Nor- 
mal conditions gradually returned 
and the American product regain- 
edits supremacy. But in the mean 
time, direct shipments had been 
made to !ndo-China and the Dutch 
__. East Indies.” These markets were 
™ soon lost as trade must, sooner or 
later, be done by seller and buyer 
direct, and the result was, Hong- 
kong was’ eliminated. ‘Towards 
the end of last. year, direct 
shipments from Seattle,” Porte 
land, Tacoma, &c., were made to 
Foochow, Amoy and Swatow. The 
experiment proved a succéss and 
now ship-loads are reaching those 
ports. This means another market 
lost to Hongkong. It is believed 
that the trade with these three ports 
will reach a scale larger than that 
with Indo-China ,and. the Dutch 
Indies. Provided that adequate 
return cargoes can be secured, a 
regular line between those 
ports and the West Coast of 
‘America can easily be ‘established. 
‘As far as the import.of flour is con* 
cerned, the Colony is now the 
entrepot only for its immediate 
vicinity, viz:~Kwangtung and the 
southern provinces. This is a 
‘gloomy outlook but facts have tobe 
faced and there is little, chance of 
Hongkong recovering the trade 
_ with the surplus shipping ready. ‘to 
‘take'chances.

‘TEXTILE | MANUFACTURING 
CAPACITY. fo 

By a Manchester Guardian Com- 
mercial Special Corréspondent, 

A. seview of the changes dn 
manufacturing capacity that have 
taken place in the British textile 
industries during the last ten years 
may quite usefully proceed upon 
three main Hines.of inquiry: 

1. To what extent has the number 
of active spindles and looms been 
increased or otherwise. ° ; 

2. Has any increase ‘in produc- 

tion beet. brought about by im- 
proved routine methods, better 
internal organisation, the adoption 
of improved machinery, or changes 
in manufacturing operations. 

3. Precisely what is the effect of 
the adoption of the 48hour week, 

An inquiry into the first of the 
foregoing factors as faras itaffects 
British firms is singularly ‘difficult, 

because with the exception of the 
cotton manufacturing section there 
are no published figures of expane 
sion in machinery’ ‘equipment. 
Dealing with cotton spinning first, 
according to the latest published 
figures of the International Cotton 
Spinners’ Federation, it is estimat- 
ed that there are at present in 
the United Kingdom’ 56,613,329 
active spinning spindles, as ‘com- 
pared with 55,652,820. spinning 
spindles in 1913. This represents 
a gain of roughly a round million 
spindles in ten years, and compares 
very badly indeed with the gain of 
14 million spindles in the ten-year 
period 1903-1913, although this 
_ period included the boo expan- 
sion of.1906 and.1907, Perhaps a 
fairer comparison is afforded by 
taking the 30-ycar period from 1883 

, 0 1913, during which time about 19 

million new spinning spindles 
were installed, giving an average 
of well over six million spindles 
in each decade, From these fig~ 
ures, it{s clear that the incidence of 
the war-and the years following 
has retarded the normal expansion 
in cotton spinning in this country 
to the extent of over five million 
spindles, |, . x " 

A very similar retardation of 
anermal expansion has been experi- 
enced in the cotton weaving ine» 
dustry... The total number, of 
cotton "looms in -Lancashire is 
returned at 795,244 for 1923, which 
represents a again of 9,000 looms 

. only since 1913, against a gain of 
276,200 looms in the 30-year 
period 1883-1913. Briefly," the 
increase in’ weaving capacity 
jn* Lancashire can be com- 
puted to be only about one-tenth of 

. the normal rate of expansion, o6 
measured by |‘ the standard 
maintained during the thirty ycars 
previous to 1913. Similary, the in- 
crease in spinning capacity is 
yather less than onersixth of .the 
normal. -Inneither case does: this 

, take into account thefurther loss of. 
1342 per cent in productive capa- 
city, due to the reduction of hours 

_ from 55$4-to 48, .

cases, ‘The war oxperiences of 
some manufacturers domonstrated 
clearly enoughthe economies to he 
effected by making fewer styles on 
qualities in larger quantities, but 
there are too many variables. to be 
considered to generalise with any 
safety. One. thing, however, Bt) 
cettain, finality is never reached in 
perfecting’ routine methods, ‘and 
any manufacturer who pursues this 
subject with throughnessfis amply 
repaid for his trouble, because im- 
proved’ methods of processing 
almost invariably effecta réduction 
in productive, costs dnd so improve 
the competitiye position for secur 
ing buéiness in the open. market. 
In regard’ to improvements in 
machinery; there are no ‘outstand~ 
ing: innovations.to record. There 
has been a more widespread adop- 
tion of automatic :doffing motions 
for worsted spinning frames. 
There have also been detailed im« 
provements to many existing 
textile machines, most of them 
tending to increase the production 
of those machines, it is true, but 
considered individually not to any 
material extent. More use is now 
being made of -ball and roller, 
bearings in attempts to cut out 
friction losses. Several inventions 
of importance ‘have been | intro- 
duced, in the ‘knitting industry, 
and,us has been the’ case for 
several years past, this ficld of 
invention still continues to be 
more prolific of changes than any 
other branch of textile manufac+ 
turing. : 
In’ regard to the - third 
line of inquiry, the effect 
of the 48-hour week, the full 
effect of this on the productive cap- 
acity of the textile industry’ as a 
whole has not been throughly tes- 
ted, owing to the fact that so much 
short time has been necessary, 
There is, however, enough, evid- 
ence to support-the view that pro- 
ductive capacity in the textile 
industries has been reduced almost 
fn ‘direct proportion to the reduc- 
tion {n the number of hours. Figs 
ures produced at. the last 
Taternational Cotton Federation 
Conference’ showed that, while the 
adoption of the 48-hour week had 
produced in some cases a slight 
hourly increase in production, in 
had been ace. 
companied, by . a decrease’ in 
curly production ‘below the 
normal of the 55%4ehour week. In 
the textile. industries, while the 
skill of the operatives counts for 
much, the predominant -factor‘in 
production is the machine. And 
as' the spted of the machine is 
determined by other considerations 
than the, number of hours it has to 
run, itis obvious that there must 
be loss of output by reducing the 
hours. The best that’ can be ex- 
pected is a slight increase in hourly 
production due to the greater fresh- 
ness of the operatives, but this can 
only be realised with the whole 
trade on full production. In the 
meantime it must be asstimed that 
the adoption of the 48-hour week 
has: reduced the productive cap- 
acity. of the textile -industries to 
‘the extent of at least 1334. per 
cent. , : :
